In the instant case, invention 
group 2 or 3, 4, 5 has separate utility such as in a system without a portable computer 
having a processor, an information detection part and a communication part. 

3. Inventions group 2 and group 3 or 4, 5 are related as subcombinations disclosed 
as usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention group 3 
or 4, 5 has separate utility such as in apparatus without a transceiver, which receives 
dynamically changing positioning information based on the information, and a 
processor, which processes the information indicative of the current location based on 
the dynamically changing positioning information.
